Approach to patient presenting 
cerebrovascular stroke 


Identify major risk factors for cerebrovascular disease 
Recognize neurologic deficit resulting from occlusion of different branches 
of carotid and vertebrobasilar system. 


Disorders of cognitive function 


Recognise the presenting features of dementia 

Identify different causes of dementia especially reversible causes. 
Differentiate aphasia from dysarthria 

Recognize clinical features of different aphasia syndromes.
